DETAILS* AT COLUMBUS. OHIO* 

Mr. LOUIS HENZES, was interviewed by Special Agent RALPH 
BACHMAN and reporting agent, at his residence, 451 Loveman Avenue, Worthington, 
Ohio, on March 7* 194$. 

For the purpose of this Investigation, this report is divided 
into logical sub-divisions, in order to facilitate the perusal of the subject 
matter, relative to the various topics of information obtained from Mr. NEMZER. 

PERSONAL HISTORY. RESIDENCE AND OCCUPATION OF LOUIS NEMZER* ... 

Mr# NEMZER advised that he was an American citiaen, by birth, 
having been born August 15, 1913* at New fork City. He is married, hat three 
children, and is presently employed by Ohio State University, Columbus, Ctaio, 
as an Assistant Professor, Department of Political Science, where he has been 
employed since October, 19AH.^He lectured on American foreign policy in the 
Soviet Union. He was originally employed by the Department of Justice as a 
Consultant in the spring of 1941 and left the Department of Justice in the 
spring of 1947. He was employed by the State Department, Office of 
Intelligence Research, In May, 1947* and still acts, as a Consultant to the 
Office of Intelligence Research of the Department of State. 

Mr. NEMZBR advised that he Rad also served as an expert 
witness for the government in several trials involving prosecution of foreign 
agents. He stated that he is an expert on Communism and the Eastern situation. 

In connection with his employment by the Department of Justice, 
Mr. NEMZER stated that he had first worked for the Special Defense Unit with Mr. 
ALLEN C. SMITH and that this Unit later became the Foreign Agents Registration 
Section of the Department. Mr. NEMZER stated that he -is able to- read Russian

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and that In his testimony in the triale in fhioh he had participated, he 
picked out Items of propaganda that could be used in the trial* Ur* N-hzHK 
stated that he had worked on the eese of the United r t»tea va P.aYFIEJD *Ui8H, 
a Kuaeian Agent, wh o had disseminated propaganda in the United States, without 
registering as an agent* He also did some work for the Department in 
connaetion with the ease of the United States vs VoW Jf'IATSKT, whose trial 
was held in Hartford, Connecticut* Hr* MBMLKR deseribod VCtf HrlATWf as a 
white Russian and the only ether feature of the case he rteallod at the time of 
the inteiview was t ha fact that a »an named KUMhfii was involved in the case* 

I VTOt-HATIOW COHCBRMINO JUDITH CO FLOS i 

Hr. HF3LS3H stated that hs first met JUDITH COPLOM, whom he 
celled "JUDY" In the fell of 1944, when she beeaee sn employee ef the 
foreign Agents Deetlon of the Department* N ‘ said that he had reoeived 
the imp re salon at that tine tit at she had previously been connected with the 
Anti-Trust Division of the Department before effecting her transfer to the 
Foreign Agents Registration $oction. Mr. .Mftttffi said that he bad not previously 
been acquainted wl th JUDY COP LON. At the time JUDITH QbfLCM became an employee 
of the Section, it wae under the supervision of Hr. J u. MeKHIGHT. Mr. 

described himself as one ef the two Aesietant Chiefs of ths Section, 
who was responsible for the correlation of data on foreign language groups. 

He specialised in activity in Left *ing groups, during the period after tbs 
war, JUDITH CO BLOB came to the Section at a Junior Assistant and satiated 
MftMfW as pert of her duties. She had no real responsibility at this time, 

Mr. IfSMSftK said that C0IL0M had little proficiency in the 
Russian language but handled ths French language vary well. 

Mr. MEtt&Bk described COPLQM as s "political sophisticate. " 

He eiqplaitted that JUDITH CCPLCN had « certain amount of sophistication about 
left ;ing groups. 'By this, he eald that he meant that "one sometimes learns 
by being burned," that CO FLOW knew the Tarty Line, could interpret a Party 
operation, was able to analyse Party propaganda and seamed to have had 
experience in watching the Communist Party perform. Mr. H M.m said that 
C0 r X0N had naver mentioned any prior er present membership in the Communist 
Party aid, baasd on his association with her in the Department, he did not 
feel that she would have volunteered any information concerning any Communist 
Party connaetion on her part. Mr. NKwhER also said that he beliaved that 
-CQPLON was "the most aceanpliahed actress he had ever known", if she were 
sympathetic with the Communist Party and that he would be "tremendously 
startled" if she tad any ideological loyalty to the Communist Party. 

Mr. HFM/sn said that CCPLON was a very industrious girl.

Mr. STO stated that the only clue that he oould offer 
concerning any Communist Party connection of COFLCW sms her aaeoelatio n with 
M l TIN I OPPfTt, Secretary of the National Lawyers » Guild, NMi&ER stated that 
he believed that MARTIN cW mi a "fellow traveller" because ho was 
always in Comm 1st front organisations and had made strong pro-Russian 
speoehss. NEMXtSP, said that at the time he mot POPPER, POPPQt was ons of the 
Attornies for the Polish government and had had contact with the Department 
of Justice in conneetion with the registration of a motion picture concern, 
as a proper registration under the Foreign Agent# hogiatration Act. 
eald that during the occasions that POPPBK had contacted him, NKMLEfl, a* a 
Polish Analyist of the Department, they argued politics end F0PPJ5R pressed 
him, very hard to get him outside of the Deportment at lunch and at

Department of Justice. B'ilNARD S. MORRIS is presently employed by the State 
Department. 


Mr. NRICBR advised that JUDY CUPiOH was also known to DISNEY 
ITODY of the Criminal Division of the Department and that BRODY had had 
several strong arguments with COPLON but that these were of a personal nature, 
to the bast of Mr. )l&2.gfit» knowledge. Other then these arguments and 
personal differences, BRODY and COFLQH apparently got along well together. 

Mr. JratZSfl said that M4Tf!AlfX& WiDJM of the Department of 
Justioe had an office next to thst occupied by Cv'PLQK in the Department but 
he did not knew the extent of contacts between LEiOlN and COPl-ON. 

In connection with trips made by CCPLQN while she was 
associated with the Department of Justice, Mr. NEMtER stated that she made 
frequent week end trips to New York City, often leaving in the middle of 
Friday afternoons. Mr. NK&KH stated that these trips were made evqiy two or 
three weeks and that he assumed that she went to New York to hove contact with 
her early frlende because she was such a lonely person in ashington. Mr. 
Wmzm also stated that he knew that JODY C0P40N bed been making the tripe 
to New York over the week «ds prior to the fall of 1946, because, en one 
oeossion, in the fall of 1946, he, %mm 9 drove to New York, with his ihmlly 
and Ci/FLON suggested that h»r mother might be able to arrange hotel 
reservations for hi*. Mr. fO&EH alto said that he knows that prior to his 
trip to New York, COPLON bsd been making regular week end tripe there. 

Mr. N mim also stated that in addition to the parents 
residing in New York City, he believed that CGPLON had one brother reeiaing 
there, who wae a Dentist In the City. The parents and the brother were 
the only relatives mentioned by COl'LOtU Mr. 35M1ER also stated that he 
recalled vaguely that on several occasions, C .-PICK stayed in New York over 
a period of a couple of weeks and that ho believed these were on vacation. 
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Mr. NKM2BR stated that in the summer of 1948, COFlfiH 
surprised Mo by stating that she was taking * conducted tour of Franco* 
tov JFStZ^ said that he was quite surprised by this etetemwt because tit know 
that CdpLOfi wee attending the American University, working toward her 
Matters degree and that be had previously heard from her that she Teas 
going to take off the summer of 1948# for the purpose or writing her thesis. 
Mr. ICT'ER said that this thesis was "French Propaganda in the United 
States During >?crld ar II." Mr. KIMZEP* stated that he was also surprised 
because she was taking a conducted tour of France and that he did not think 
that her actione "made sense* " Mr* NKM1KK stated that he saw C0F10N in 
Washington after ah# came back from her trip to France, in the summer of 
1948, just prior to his departure for Columns, Ohio, for the purpose of 
, taking up his duties with Ohio State University. Mr. stated that 

at this tine, CCFLOK did not look very well and stated that she had spent 
her tine in France making a "sightseeing tour" of the oountry. COPLON 
mentioned ne epecific contacts, acquaintances, or friends that she had made 
in France on this trip. 

In connection with this trip to France, Mr. N'-MEKK stated 
that the financial condition of JUDITH CDPION appeared to be unusually fpod 
and t*»t when he questioned her about finances relative to her trip to 
France, she stated t hot aha had sufficient money to pay for the trip. Ur. 
M’JJTKR said tUt at ne time during hie association with DC PICK had ahe 
over mentioned any financial difficulties or problems to him and appeared 
not to have any. 

Mr. XS&Sft stated that h* had viaitod ’.’ashing ton, D.0., 
during the Christmas holidays of 1948 and that he had planned to contact his 
former associates in the Department of Juetiee. He spoke to CCPLON on the 
telephone concerning a luncheon engagement but that CuFXON "weasled out" 
of the luncheon snd gave as an excuse the reason that sho had to help locate 
an apartment for her Doctor. Mr. HrjESR stated that they talked on the 
telephone for a couple of minutes and that at this time, some discussion ms 
bed between them ridiculing the Communist Forty, through some items that had 
appeared in the frees at that time. 

In connection with the excuse used by Cvf'ION relative to her 
assisting her Doctor, Mr. MS UY.m stated that CBPLCN had apparently been 
treated by a Doctor for "female -trouble" and had undergone an operation, 
during the pa at two years. 

Vr. M'VZPit stated that when he left the Justice Department, 
he had taken £ V.NARD 20HI9 with him to work in the Department of i’tate. it 
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this time, lit-RM* and COHjDN had been promised raises for some time. > N'&ftER 
Mid that prior to iK e tlas he had transferred to tho -Hate Department, 

Cf rl*CN had oxproMod her willingness to also transfer to tho \tate Depart- 
ment, as requested, hut on the occasion, when ho had Ukon MORRIS with him 
to tho State Department, oho seemed to have chafed her view* about 
transferring from the Justice Department and ho, know of no 

explanation for this change. Mr. MEMZHR said that shortly after ho had gone 
to the State Department, ho, NrlfZSl, had gone back to tho Justice Departmnt 
and had apcken toCCPIQN’s superior, otating that he would take JUOf to the 
State Department with hist if they did not promote her or give her a raise, 
Shortly thereafter, NBW2FH reeeived « telephone call from COPIJM. During 
the conversation, she spoke to bin ''very sharply" and said th Inga that 
a "lady wouM net say" about his interference in her affaire and stated 
that oho did not desire to leave the Justice Department. Mr. ft JOH said 
that he attributed GORDON'S reaction to ti ia incident as evidence of her 
motional state and did not answer her back. 

Vr. HHW5H said that while CCFDOff was an employee of the 
Foreign Agent* Registration Section, he believed she had full access to 
everything in the records division of the Justice Department and eould obtain 
any record by simply phoning for the record to be brought to her office or 
by a personal search of the files in the record room* He said that after 
the eies* of the hr, the personnel of the Foreign Agent* Registration 
Section had been reduced and, as a result of the reduction in feroe, the 
remaining personnel had a great deal of night work and it vaa quite a 
common occurrence for the remaining personnel to work at night. Mr. MRM2SR 
said there wee no guard against taking out records at night and that it was 
possible that COPIGN could secure these records and remove them. Mr. 

NWSB Mid that ha believed that CORDON could even secure data from the locked 
files of the Records Division because he believed that she had keys and 
eould so cure the files. 

Mr. 102SR, from time to time, during the course of th* 
interview with him, repeatedly stated that he felt that JU OY GORDON was .* 
very linely and emotionally unstable ’person and that ho could only attribute 
any action on her part to which she is aceused in this Investigation as due 
to her emotional unstability and had no Information concerning any 
comeetion other than as set out above in this report.

Departwnt or t he Federal Eure** of Investigation or any government agency 
id connect ion with JUDT COFUO* or any leanings which he believed *}(&> 
indicate disloyalty, Mr, Iffilim stated that he lad never talked with 
anyone concerning any leaks or indication of lack of security in the 
Department. He stated that when any question concerning any natters in the 
Department of Justice arose, it was handled within the iJepartaent and ho 
coament was made by him to any parson out add# the Department other than hia 
superiors. Hr, IVMui stated that hs considered ids position with the 
Department of Justice to be a "very special* position and that he beliavsd 
that Ma associates also considered their positions to bo ”v«ry special" 
positions and that thay wort all emtreaely conscientious of the work and 
felt that it was highly confidential, Ur. »Sam aaid that no discussion, to 
his knowledge, was evc«* iiad by hin or any parson in the Department concerning 
any pro-Hus *i an or pxo-Comuuniat situation within the Department. 


Mr. HSliER stated that on several occasions, while he 
was 1 associated with the Department of Justice, he had gone to the uonmittee 
room of the House Committee on Un-American Activities, for the purpose of 
reviewing records maintained by the Ccmmittee in connection with eone of 
the subjects being handled by the Foreign Agents registration Section. He

' At 5:U5 P. M. on March 1?, 19h?, I advised Mr. UUGHLIN 
of the Bureau that the management at McLean Gardens had’ just advised 
.this office’ that *a • communication has been received from COPLOH 
advising that sometime botween the present and April 1, 19h9, her 
representative would cone to the Gardens :for the purpose of securing 
her personal belongings, including those locked in a locker at 
McLean Gardens. I advised Mr. LA UG KLIN that -this was the first 
information we had received that COPLOH .had a locker and that we had 1 
made specific inquiry at the . Gardens with this in view and had 
becn-advised by the -management that she does not have a locker. 

I pointed out to-him that the locker assigned to her, > 
of which 'the management has no record,, would undoubtedly be located 
in a bank of 2k such lockers utilized by other women living in the 
dormitory and told him the management had informed us that the 
locks are provided by the users of the lockers and no keys to the 
lockers are available to the management. 1 pointed out to Mr. 
.LAUGHLIN that of course all of the wcaen living in the dormitory 
are highly alert to the COPLON case, that there is practically 
present someone in the dormitory all the time since some of these 
wcaen work day jobs- and .others at . night • 

Mr. LAUGHLIN advised that he would present for the 
Bureau’s consideration the advisability of instructing the 7?F0 
to endeavor to secure access to this locker surrepticiously or to 
attempt to ascertain* its contents by accompanying the brother of 
COPLON to the dormitory, if he is the individual designated by 
COPLON to secure her belongings.. I. pointed out to Mr. .LAUGHLIN 
that we had no assurance that the individual to bo designated by 
COPLON will be her brother. 

I advised him that unless advised to the contrary by 
the Bureau,. -this office intended taking no action in this matter.

LAUGHLIN 
of the Bureau that as a result of our technical coverage on 
HAROLD SHAPIRO, we ascertained that he plans to Xeave at 2:00

he is to contact A. D. ROSEN, who is presently apparently a 
practicing attorney in Chicago and who was formerly head of 
the Civil Rights Section of , the. Departnent. 

, I advised Mr.. ;MUGHLIH that re .have received 
information that ROSEN telephonically contacted SHAPIRO shortly 
after COPLON * s arrest and .appeared to be very friendly and 
sympathetic towards SHAPIRO; that he advised SHAPIRO that he, 
RCSEN, would be in NYC the weekend of March 19 and 20, 19U9, 
and intended to discuss tins natter with Mr. WHKARTT of the 
Department. I pointed out -to Mr. LAUGHLIN that ROSEN indicated 
that he first desired to discuss this natter (apparently 
SHAPIRO * s involvement . in this cas e) with SHAPIRO before 
talking to WHEARTX.

On March 11, 1949, Mr. RONALD MAC | DONALD. Room 5125 Department of Justice 
Buildingj, wa s f jj Special Agents iiOLLIS^t. BOWERS and the-w-i-terv 

MAC DONALD was questioned about his knowledge of subject and the other 
members of FARS in the Department of Justice. Mr. MAC DONAID stated he was never 
aware of any disloyal, activity on the part of any member of that section. He 
indicated that nothing ever came to his attention which would cause him to suspi- 
cion the activities of any menber. He stated he recalled that Miss COPLON came 
to the section just prior to his leaving it and as he remembers she was working 
on French activities at that time. He referred to her as a likable person, very 
friendly, and one whoa the other menbers of the section Miked because of her ability 
and personal charm. He felt that it was these likable characteristics in her that 
made her so popular with the male menbers of the section. He recalled that she 
frequently was invited by the group of men to accompany them to lunch. 


Mr. MAC DONALD said that a. gentleman by the name of MIKE DE CAPRI LES 
worked with the subject when she first came to that section. He said he also re- 
called at that time that RjBRNIE MORRIS was 'working in that section and a Mr. 

MANCHUR who he states is now a professor at Wayne University. Mr. MAC DONALD 
referred to these persons as being the main workers in that section. He described 
MANCKUR as the most capable in the group and added that MANCHUR was working directly 
with him, MAC DONALD, and they handled Polish activities. MAC' DONALD dealt at 
length with Mr. MANCHUR' s background and ability and for the benefit of this file 
the entire comments of MAC DONALD are being set forth. 


Be stated MANCHUR, like others, had to leave the section and the only 
position which MANCHUR was qualified to handle .was teaching. He accepted the best 
offer, which was at Wayne University in Detroit. MAC DONALD said that he knew 
MANCHUR was "griped n ‘ when he left the Department and always felt that MANCHUR 
would some day write a book on the work he performed in that section of the Depart- 
ment. He said never did he gather from MANCHUR that MANCKUR was suspicious of 
anyone in the Department. He added that the press comments from Congressman WOOD 
relative to the information obtained from MANCHUR were very unfair. MAC DONALD 
•recalled it was difficult for his section, which was handling Polish activities, 
oftentimes to get complete information on certain organizations which were considered 
by the section to be front organizations. He mentioned that requests were directed 
to the Bureau for further information and supplemental information was gleaned fray 
foreign language periodicals. The entire contents of Bureau reports, reports from 
intelligence agencies and personal reports from the sectAon*w^e^umijarize& prt., 
sheets which were known to them as data slips. He felt It wai taejp -dat§f/^

that Miss COPI4)N had when she was arrested. 

MAC DONALD renarked that MANCHUR mentioned to him at the time he was 
leaving that he could not see 1 why he, , MANCHUR, would be dropped from tho Department 
and such people as MORRIS and COPLON retained. MAC DONALD said although he was 
probably closer to MANCHUR than any one else and regarded him as a friend, he was 
unable .to advise. MANCHUR as to any reason other than the fact that MORRIS and 
COPLON were lower classified employees and. could be hired more cheaply by the 
.Department. 

MAC DONALD again reflec ti/jO about MANCHUR* s ability remarked that MANCHUR 
was of Canadian birth and he believed was bom in Saskatchewan of Ukrainian par- 
entage. He stated MANCHUR's parents were big wheat growers in Saskatchewan. He 
said MANCHUR was familiar and ably handled the Russian, ^Polish and Ukrainian 
languages, his education having particularly qualified.himas an analyst in the 
foreign ^nationality groups. MANCHUR had an uncanny way of detecting flaws In false 
registrations and. failures on the part of those who refused to register. In 
speaking about MANCHUR, MAC DONALD made available a memo which the latter had pre- 
pared in April 1946. This memo was reviewed and it was noted it was directed to 
Assistant Attorney General T. L. CAUDLB of the Criminal Division of FARS. It bore 
file 149-012 and the. author was - STEPHEN W. MANCHUR. It set forth in detail MANCHUR* 
feelings about the benefits of this section and suggests how the section should 
operate, to effectively handle the foreign nationality groups in the United States. 
Jit migh£ be noted for. the’ benefit of tho Xile that MAC DONAID at this,.poiht of the 
interview evidenced aliigh degree of nervousness.. His excited state can not be ^ 
expla^nhd by the Interviewing agents other than it is felt he is cognizant of 
information that definitely would indicate » an involvement on the part of MORRIS 
•which MACxDONAID when speakingof . MORRIS apparently tries, to pass off in a manner 
that would v be most flatterir^Tj 

MAC DONALD stated he recalled once suggesting to MANCHUR at about the 
time MANCHUR was to leave the Department, that perhaps Mr. KC 1NERNSY of the De- 
partment would be able to assist MANCHUR; in staying on with the department. Later 
•MANCHUR had Informed him that MC JNSRNEY had given little encouragement. 

Mr. MAC DONALD said that'Mr. MAC KNIGHT, whom he referred to as another 
Scotchman, was* considered head of the Analysis Section. MAC KNIGHTwas never 
suspicious of COPLON or any one el39 in the section and he added -MAC KNIGHT was 
particularly trained to pick out evidence of a disloyal nature and added that he 
or 'any other attorney In his jaind,would not be so qualified. 

MAC DONALD referred to NSMZER who is also in the section and stated 
that he recalled that NEMZER 'took over the duties as head after MAC KNIGHT left. 

He recalled that MAC KNIGHT and NEMZER both worked for a Professor LOSWSLL of 
the Library of Congress. 
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MA.C DONALD mentioned that MAC KNIGHT left PARS and -went with State and 
he believes Is connected with Voice of America. He stated NEMZER also went with 
State and MAC DONALD Is of the opinion that for a time KKMZBR was (with CIA, which j 

he referred to as that secret section. He said MORRIS did not get an opportunity 
to leave and stayed on. He recalled, however, that MORRIS once tried to go with 
UNRRA in New York City but decided that was not the best for him. MAC DONALD then 
remarked that it might be difficult for most to realize what a difficult position 
analysts are in when they leave PARS. He stated their field is definitely limited 
and the only other position which they could work in would be teaching. He said 
he felt sorry for the members who had to leave PARS and he mentioned that he 
realized how hard most of them worked -there in order to retain their posistion. 

He advised MORRIS had an economic background and appeared to be very conscientious 
in*all his work. He recalled MORRIS prepared good work for the attorneys of the 
section. : 

MAC DONAIJ) said he knew that MORRIS -was close to the subject and it was 
this reason which prompted him to call MORRIS when he< heard COPLAN had been* ar- 
rested. He said the. news was equally-as shocking to MORRIS as It was to him. He 
recalled .MORRIS* first remark was, "It's utterly fantastic;," MAC DONALD said this 
was MORRIS* unrehearsed comment and. he .felt It bespoke MORRIS' feeling very well, 

MAC DONALD in. expressing his own feelings about the news of COPLON's arrest stated 
he was naturally sympathetic because of his associations with hor. He said he was 
sorry to hear that anyone with whom he had working associations. had gone wrong. 

He, said he felt this same feeling was stronger as far as MORRIS was concerned. 

He added it was only a natural feeling on the part of an -individual. From 
MAC DONALD'S comments it was apparent that he could not believe that MORRIS would 
be interested in defending COPLON in any way other than because of the friendship 
that existed between them. MAC DONALD spoke generally about the personalities that 
have been mentioned above and he remarked that the marjority of the employees of 
FARS were Jewish. H© said in this regard he wanted to point out that he recalled 
MORRIS as being definitely against organized Jewery. He said MORRIS was known by 
him to have worked hard In bringing about the registration of organizations that 
devoted their efforts to organized Jewery. in this connection MAC DONALD mentioned 
that ■ MANCHUR openly expressed his contempt for organized Jewery and particularly 
the Anti -Defamation League. 

MAC DONALD mentioned that he believed that FARS Might be considered 
liberal In that it was made up of a majority of Jewish analysts and that the 
clerical employees were mostly Negro. Then he said It was hard for him to classify 
a liberal and as such he felt that no Implications could be drawn from his remarks. 

He mentioned that it was difficult for him to understand MANCHUR's -attitude at this 

time and he said he was gropping around trying to understand why .MANCHUR, if he 

did make remarks,, should make them, to Congressman WOOD. He said this exposition 

on MANCHUR's part will be interpreted others in the light U&tfi MANCHUR 

when he left the Department. MAC DONALD said he had personally sent *press releases 
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to MANCHUR after his going to Wayne- University and recalls writing him about three 
or four times a year and mentioning in his correspondence the resignations. of 
various members of FARS. MAC DONALD added that if MANCHijR was i, suspicious of any 
one in FARS, he can not understand why. MANCHUR did not mention this fact to him. 

He said he considered that MANCHUR discussed every matter 'with him while at the 
Department. 

MAC DONALD mentioned that he had talked to JAMES 'R. SHARP on March 5, 

1949 and mentioned the OOPLON case to SHARP who was foraerly. in that section. He 
added that SHARP did not know COPLON. He remarked, however, ‘that perhaps NAT ELIEFF 
AND Mr. BOOKSIAVER would be acquainted with subject and MAC KNIGHT wculd be a good 
man to contact concerning her. Ho said MAC KNIGHT was « okay but did \ not evaluate 
•ELIEEF or BOOKSTAYER.

MAC DONAID stated that he had not contacted MORRIS since COPLON' s arrest 
other than to mention to him that he had heard the news over the radio. iHe said‘he 
had purposely refrained from contacting MORRIS because he ; felt he, himself, would 
be interviewed in connection with the case. MAC DONALD' asked if there was any 
reason for him to continue to refrain from seeing MORRIS and when advised this of- 
fice had no objection, he stated he felt he*aight contact MORRIS in the near future. 
He stated he felt guilty for not contacting MORRIS because he knew MORRIS was 
broken up over COPIDN. MAC DONALD is of the opinion that MORRIS believes COPLON 
to be guilty. He said he is convinced MORRIS realizes that COPLON was in New York 
City for the express purpose of contacting the Russian as was indicated by the 
press. This fact MAC DONALD says points out she is involved in his opinion/and he 
feels. MORRIS believes the same concerning her. MAC DONALD characterized again the 
feeling of COPION's friends concerning the news and he said "these people are sick 
of heart." He said if any of them appeared to be withholding information he would 
judge that this wa3 because they were afraid they might make her situation worse 
by disclosing every little detail they knew. He added that the failure on the part 
of anyohe in so doing would not in his opinion indicate that they were doing it to 
defend COPLON* but rather that they just wanted to avoid involvement in her case. 

Mr. MAC DONALD indicated that he has given considerable thought to the 
trip OOPLON made to Europe in the summer of 1948. In his opinion he said this trip 
would entail a considerable expense and an expense which he fdt the average * salaried 
person like COPLON would be unable to cope with. He recalled that she spoke to him 
about people she met on this trip and commented about the English people, their 
dres3 and the conditions in England. He-admitted that these observations on the 
part of COPLON would indicate that she is alert to her environment. MAC DONAID 
could not explain why OOPLON was never known by any of her friends to discuss 
political issues or express herself on any current news topics. He stated he, too, 
felt this was contradictory of .her vary nature, namely a natural curiosity of 
conditions and affairs of the world. 
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MAC DONALD then remarked that such observations, however, should not be 
construed in any way to damage the reputation of anyone. He said he wanted to 
point out an observation made by the librarian of the Department of Justice who 
remarked once when MORRIS accompanied him to the library that tho librarian was 
interested in "that guy who looks like a Communist." MAC DONALD said such a remark 
is most misleading and is entirely unfounded. Hq said it is careless for people 
to pass such remarks as they frequently are misinterpreted and the librarian had 
no reason to make such a remark about 'MORRIS and it was indicative of the careless- 
ness on the part of many to so classify a person without having justification for 
doing so. 


' MAC DONALD was asked to describe in his own words how he would classify 
COPLON and her activities in the ^Department, particularly her known and frequent 
contacts with MORRIS who it was generally i known was a married, man and at the same 
time was known to frequently associate with COPLON, both in a social and business 
connection. MAC .DONALD stated he felt that MORRIS • contacts with COPLON Were not 
looked upon with by his wife. Because-of-'this,“h9”felt~everything'was 

.pro perr MAC ’DONALD sald'he 'knew'of'no-one-in i the Department 'that OQPI£N‘associ- 
atedwi thwhomight-commonly^be-referred' -to -as-da ting-steady. He said he has 
heard now she is dating a Departmental attorney named SHAPIRO. He said he does 
not know SHAPIRO. MAC DONALD brought out in this discussion that COPLON was not 
particularly popular with other girls in the section. He said he knew no reason 
for her unpopularity in this regard. MORRIS admitted that it would seem improbable 
that anyone would refer to COPLON's contact.with the Russian in New York as a 
contact or an affair. He. stated that her activity inWashington would tend to 
discount this story. 

MAC DONALD. aik&idif this office had sought out Mr. MC CAULEY in the 
Antitrust Division relative to the inspection he made • of FARS. He said MC CAULEY 
decided as a result of the inspection that FARS could be cut to the bone and 
possibly dona away with completely. MC DONALD speculated that MC CAULEY' s observa- 
tions might be worthwhile at this time. 

MAC DONALD concluded his remarks by mentioning that it was difficult for 
him to understand in what way the USSR would be interested in obtaining information 
from FARS. Because of this he said he felt that* perhaps the information that was 
on COPLON's person when she was arrested was nothing more than the "data slips" 
which he previously referred to. He said that he -could Imagine that .she would be 
one who might prepare an extra copy of such data, slips -for references 'purposes 
in connection with her work. This was speculation, he- added. It might be noted' 
that MAC DONALD at this point was asked If he was aware of COPLON's taking work 
from the Department to do while at home. He said. he had. never heard of this but 
would presume that such a practice would be possible, juzd he knew of no reason 
for preventing one from taking their work home if tfifcy- so desired. He also stated 
he felt sure that in view of COPLON's position she might, have access to all types 
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of information in theDepartment of Justice. MAC DONALD again mentioned he had 
speculated as to the reasons for COPLON's activities and said he still could not 
decide whether it was the result of romance, ideology or money. He said from the 
information he had obtained concerning the case, and he added this is mostly from 
the paper, it would seem that no clear-cut decision could 1 be arrived at.

The colored maid named Lillian 
(last name not known), who cleans this rooming house each day from 
7:30 a.m. to 2:00 jp.m., told Mr. Gray, after seeing Miss Coplon's picture 
in the paper that -she 1 had known Miss Coplon previously. 

Lillian said that she worked for a Mr. Marvin Tobise a few 
years ago when.he lived in the vicinity of Mt. Alto Hospital and at that 
time Judith Coplon lived 'next-door.

Transmitted herewith are certain known specimens of the hand- 
writing of subject JUDITH COFLON. 

(1) This is a passport application, #204249, signed on Hay 5# 

1948 by JUDITH COPLCNj attached to the application is a City of New fork 
Certification of Birth. The application was obtained from Mss MILDRED 
SMITH, Room 224, Passport Division, Department of State, Winder Building, 

17th and F Streets, N. W., Washington, D. C. It is to be noted that this 
application contains the names of J.J. FLYNN and DORIS E. WRIGLEY as 
witnesses. FLYNN can be reached through the Passport Division, Department 
of State, Winder Building. WRIGLEY'e address on the application is 828 
Gebhardt Avenue, Elisabeth, New Jersey. However, she is now married to an 
individual whose name is SEVIER and is with him in Trieste, Italy where 
he la working for the Department of State of this country. 

At the time of the attaining of this application, Mss SMITH 
advised that she had made an incidental rearch of the Passport Files and 
had determined that COFLON *s passport had not been surrendered. She further 
pointed out that the passports are good for two years from the date of 
issuance and that it would not be surrendered by an American citizen 
unless it had been requested by the Department of State. The FBI Laboratory 
is requested to make sufficient photographic copies of the above described 
passport application in order that the original application may be 
immediately returned to the State Department per their request. 

The initials of Special Agent HOLLIS W. BOWERS appear on this 
specimen. ,*/ w 

(2) This specimen, designated as #2, is a handwritten letter 
dated March 26, 1949 and addressed to the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

The letter is signed by subject JUDITH COFLON and was used by her brother, 
BERTRAM 0.

0. COPLON furnished this Hat *0 Special Agent MENDENHALL and advised that 
they had been written by h tfr- l fater JPDlTH. Concerning known specimen #3, 
it is to be noted that there are two pencilled notations consisting of 
three short lines in the top right-hand comer of Page 1 and Page 2. 

According to BERTRAM C* COPLCN, these notations ware plaoed there by Mr* 

RAYMOND P* Tf HEARTY of the Department of Justice and to. A. H* BXLM3OT of 
tht N«w York Office of the FBI* These two pencilled notations are considerably 
^rker than the handwriting of CO PLOW on this list*

certain pencilled notes. to. NATHAN B* LENVIN, Attorney, who shared Room 
#2220 at the Department of Justice with JUDITH COPLCN, can testify that he 
saw her make these noted sometime* during the last week of February, 1949* 

LENVIN specifically reoalla the incident as he, CDPLON and HARO ID K0FF3KY 
had a dlsoussion relative to the International Organisation Jammity Act 
and whether it applied to an smployse of the V rlted Rations if the employee 
wee an American citisen* Further, during the discussion, LENVIN saw COPLON 
making the notes on known specimen #4 which notes appear below the arrow 
dr a wn in ink on this specimen* Known specimen #4 was located in the 
lower left drawer of CQFLttPs desk* The initials of NATHAN B* LENVIN and 
those of Special Agent C 0 T !RTLAHD J. JONES appear m known specimen #4* 

(5) Known specimen 05 is a letter dated March 26, 1949 and

ALT ISON*; The letter is signed by the subject, JUDITH COPLON* Known speci- 
men #5 was obtained on March 29$ 1949 by Special Agent LYNN W* BEDFORD 
from Miss H* BARNEY, Secretary to CHARLES L* ALLISON of the Executive 
Offioe, McLean Cardens* Special Agent THOMAS A. MENDENHALL of this office 
was present at Jefferson Hall, McLean Dardens on March 27, 1949 when BERTRAM

It is to be noted that the handwriting spec inane that would be 
obtained Iron the aforementioned banks would probably bo United in that 
they are signatures and addresses and furthermore, it appears that It 
will be difficult to get anyone who can definitely state th at t hsy saw 
JUDITH COPLON make the signatures, with the exosption of ROBERT E* IBS 
of the Lincoln National Bank* 

Another possibility for handwriting spec loans Is the Treasury 
Bonds for Security Section of the Treasury Department* This section has 
receipts for bonds which it is holding in safe-keeping for JUDITH COPLON. 

Mrs* EDITH HOOTER, Branch 707, Treasury Department , furnished the information 
concerning these reoeipts* 

It is aieo known that JUDITH COPLON had an oocomt at the Credit 
Union, Departaent of Justice which has a signature card for her account* 

Also, the Payroll Section of the Department of Justice will undoubtedly 
have a bond application which In itself may be types but would have to be 
signed by JUDITH COPLON. 

Mr* 2* X, KXLBT, Offios of the Direotor of Public Debt, Treasury 
Department, can furnish cancelled U* S. war bonds Which contain the 
signature and address of subject JUDITH COPLON* 

This office is not taking any steps toward obtaining additional 
specimens from the above outlined sources, especially with regard to the 
banka who, in this area, want subpoena duces tecum prior to releasing 
any of their original records*
